Agricultural. 
PERIOD OF CUTTING WHEAT. 


The period at which wheat is cut affects both its 
weght and quality. Jobns.on gives an experiment 
of cutting three patches of equal breadth et different 
periods. That cut twenty days before nmpening 
weighed 106 pounds; another piece cut ten days 
later, and ten days before ripe, gave 220 pounds; and 
the last cut, when fully ripe, geve 209 pounds. The 
per ceutage of flour, bran and sherts yielded by each 
and of water and glutes in the » was as follows:

The straw is also much more 
valuable then if left till it becomes brows aad brittle. 
The green coloring matter of the growing stelk 
should be preserved as far as possible. It isa ques-| 
tion worthy of considerst 
to devote any lange ports 
to the reusing of bay for any ofthe stock. If not, as” 
we believe, then it is important te preserve the straw 
in as good condirion for feeding 00 possible. 

An umportant lesson was taught farmers in this 
lstitude by the uaprecented weather of last year, and 
one Which will not soon be forgotten, we trust. It 
was this: Never pul up grain im open shock. Put 
up in found shock, aud well capped, wheat or other | 
grain Will undergo @ month 6 wet weather without | 
injury. The moce of doing th to set up six or! 
eight sheaves, forming & :ound shock —leaving (them | 
sufficiently open et the bottom to permit « cireule- 
then of ais between thom. Then take two others, 
and efter breaking them across the knee, so that the 
ends will bang down snd carry off the rais, lay 
bem ecross the top of the shock transverec)y —that 
is, one crossing the other. Spread out the tops apd 
buts, ead the work is dome. Li these caps are kept 
im place, oo fears need be entertained for the safety 
of the crop. All grain which ws to remain out twea- 
ty-four hours, should be put up in this manner. It 
is then safe from aay suddenly coming storm or 
change of westher.—Prairie Farmer.

Much 19 pid and writtes favor of the birds; but 
frogs ond quakes we tegetd as very eeful, aad 
more attention should be directed to their ments, os 
there is much prejudice against them; while the 
pendsome of birds gives them « great ed- 
vantage, quite independently of their merits. There 
are, however, two birds, whe de sot get fair play, 
on account of » similar prejedice. These are the 
crow aod the hewk, The latter eepecially is emi- 
neetly use ul in destroying mice, and does pot do a 
bundseth part of the mischief caused by some favor 
ite songeters, who have comparatively few geod 
deeds to recommend them. We like even-sided jus- 
tee sod bumenity—ect that which is controtied 
merely by fastson and fine colors. Let us protect 
the sonkes and hawks ——Cvuntry Gentlemen.

USE OF BONES AS A MANURE. 

The use of bones as © manure is of great antiquity. | 
Ao ancient narrative of Weish history records that, | 
about the middie of the Gfth century, a King of South } 
Wales, after waging war successfully ageinst the 
Romans, and slaughtering an ammense sumber of 
them, left their bones bleaching upon the surface of 
the earth. After atime, one of his successors coused 
those snd all other exposed boues throughout the 
kingdom, to be colleeted in one huge pile, which was 


gether with mortar, he constructed » huge prison, in 
which to confine bie prisoners of war. Years after, 
the old Chronicle relates, “the bones became de- 
cayed, so that there was no strength in them, aod 
they were reduced t ; then they carried the re. 





land, and from that time they had astonishing crops 
af wheat and barley, and of every other grain, for 
for many years.” In this instance, their fertilizing 
influence must have been entizely due to the phoe- 
phate of lime they contained. 

Within the last eighty years the use of bones and 
bone dust as a manure, has become genera! through - 
out Great Britain, and the present fertile condition 
of that country a great measure due to their 
use, Some suthors estimate that 910,000,000 of 
bones are annusily imported into that country, pria- 
cipally te be used as manure, They are obtained 
in the ports of Europe, Russia, Germany, South 
America, and the United States. After the bone 
dust of Germany had been fully tested, and proofs 
of ite efficacy were fully established, a proverb arose 
thet “one ton of German bone dust saves the im- 
portation of ten tons of German corn.” Throughout 
Great Britain bones are collected from every possible 
source of supply, and the markets of the world beve 
been ransacked to supply the demand crested fer 
them by the strong conviction of their value which 
ex pernence has impressed upon the mind of British 
farmers. Even the bones of battle-Gelds have been 
collected and sold for this purpose, and the last 
mortal remains of the soldiers whe fell at Waterloo, 
have been used to enrich the soil of Engiand. It is 
common to insert in English leases of land a provi- 
sien requiring the tenant to manure the soil with 
bone dust et regular intervals, 

Bone manure has been applied, with great success, 
ase top dressing for gress lands. le this case, it 
must be sown by the hand, broadeast, and applied in 
the state of pewder, if the land is soon to be subject. 
ed to the scythe. Ie England, the end of April is 
cousdered the best tume to apply bones for this pur- 
pose. Those experienced in their use say thet, by 
manunng with bone dust once ia eight years, the 
lead produces as good bay es if manured with farm- 
yard dung every two years. Once im eight or nine 
years is consilered often enough to manure many 
lands with bones. 

Bone manure bas also been variously apphed with 
great success as & preperation for wheat and other 
tillage crops. When spread broadcast, it is some- 
times harrowed in with the lest ploughing, or im. 
mediately previous to the sowing, and sometimes 
silowed to lie fora while upon the surface of the 
ground. It seems to act best, however, when drilled 
in the soil. 

A bushel of bone dust weighs fifty-four pounds.— 
The amount spplied varies from 10 to 25 or even 40 
to 0 bushels per sere, according to the crop it is 
used for, and the permanency of the effects desired 
fom ite nemstance. To soils of an open textus, 
bone dust should be applied only in accompaament 
ith ferm-yerd manure, the latter being fret spread, 
ead thea the bone dust sown over it before covering 
it with the plough. This accompaniment is peculi- 
arly euitable for dry seasons. A good propertion is 
from eight to ten bushels of bone ust and ten tons 
of form yerd manure. It is elise commen to mix al) 
the ingredients of the farm yard inte a compost, using 
sdout twelve bushels of bones to eight toms of the 
farm yard manure. 

A frequent and usually advantageous method for 
soils of o lees light ead open kind, is to work bern 
yard manure into & compost or mixture with ashes, 
loams, clays, or decayed vegetabie matter, according 
te the parteeular character of individual solls—with 
©'ay, for sandy setle; with ashes for clayey soils, 
and with loam or decayed vegetabies for soils of me- 
dium poresity. Some farmers give to cach acre o 
compost of Gfty bushels of bone dust, and five leeds 
of burat clay or of good eanh, ead by applying it 
broedeast and in, have found it to incicase 
twenty per cent. al) the crops of & rotation, except 
clever. The best method of applying it to meadows 
or old pasture, is such & combination of bene dust 
urine and earth, thet eight or ten bushels of bone 
Gust shall be given to each sere. Liebig says forty 
pounds bone dust and twenty pounds sulphuric acid 
will produce a good crop of turnips. 

Bove dust is not equally effective epon all sorts of 
soils. On light soils, om sandy soils, the warmer 
loams, aed on limestone soils, ite effect is very great, 
while on wet lends, whether clays, demp loams, ot 
moist grounds, the results are generally consdered 
tess favorable. Benes are an invaluabie acquisition 
in every country where they can be procured. Ie 
England, their use bas improved many « barren 
tweet of land which might otherwise have remained 
umsvaiiabie.

To those 
whe inquire for the fruits of negro civilization is the 
pest history of the world, we refer to the interior of 
Africa, ere there may exist civilized nations. In 
deed, Dr, Rarth ead other recent waveilers inform us 
of uations in the interior of Afries whe ore at least 
partly civilized, and the world may yet exist long 
enough to permit them to attain « bigh degree of 
civilization. lodeed, it is bute few hundred years 
tines the wetions of pe Were ine state of bar- 
bariem, Time wes when « sitizen of ancient Egypt 
might call our aucestors es barvarie race, and might 
tountingly use the same arguments t> prove their 
mental infenority os those now used by some against 
the negre. 

The ancient Rgyptians attained to such » high de- 
gree of civilization, thet many modere writers on 
etheology, wishing to confiee el the tatelligence to 
their rece, placed them in the Coucssian group.— 
However, the latest ond best writers on the subject, 
and Morton, is the lest years of bis life, among the 
pest, admit ond assert thet the ancient Kgyptians 
were Africans, peculiar to Egypt.
